With Utilities Bypassing TVA — 
Gore Challenges Action. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (UP)

TVA for use by atomic plants. 

Nichols said the tommission 
received a letter this morning 
from Budget Director. Rowland 
Hughes saying the President di- 
rects the AEC to “proceed as 
rapidly as possible” to sign “a 
definite contract” with the Mid- 
South-Southern utilities group 
for the power. 

The letter said acceptance of | 
the Mid-South-Southern (Dixon- | 
Yates) proposal would avoid the 
outlay of $100,000,000 of federal 
money over the next three years 
to expand TVA power capacity. 

Under the proposal, outlined 
publicly for the first time by 
Nichols, the private utility plant 
would be built near West Mem- 
phis, Ark., at a cost of $107,- 
250,000. 

The inGeaté plant would sup- 
ply 600,000 kilowatts of power 
into the TVA system to replace 
an equal amount of power TVA 
is delivering to the atomic 
plant at Paducah, Ky. 

In his letter to the AEC, 
Hughes said the costs of the 
power from the private “utilities 
would be “reasonable”. com- 
pared to TVA estimates, when 


all factors, such 
considered. 

Nichols placed the annual cost 
of operation of the private 
plant at $20,569,000, compared 
to $16,884,000 for a TVA plant. 
About 41 per cent of the dif- 
ference, Nichols said, is made 
up of state and local taxes which 
will be paid for by the AEC un- 
der the proposal negotiated with 
Mid-South-Southern. 

Nichols disclosed that the 
AEC was split over the advisa- 
bility of entering into such a 
contract with a private utility. 
But he said the AEC left it up 
to the President or Congress to 
determifie. whether. the contract 
would be “advantageous.” 

Two members of the commis- 

sion appointed by the President 
—Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
and Joseph Campbell—were in 
favor of the contract if directed 
by the President, Nichols said. 
Two other .members, Prof. 
Henry D. Smyth and Eugene M. 
Zuckert, were opposed, and the 
fifth, Thomas E. Murray, has 
taken no definite stand, Nichols 
said. 
i} Claiming that the AEC needs 
no additional power at Paducah, 
Gore charged that the “ulterior 
purpose” of the contract was to 
“find a way to prevent TVA 
from building additional gen- 
erating capacity.” 

The Paducah plant requires 
1,940,000 kilowatts of power. 
Under . present arrangements, 
Electric Energy, Inc., a group of 
five private power companies, 
including Union Electric of St. 
Louis, supplies 735,000 kilowatts 
from a big plant at Joppa, III. 
TVA supplies the remaining, 1,- 
205,000 kilowatts.

WASHINGTON, Jurle 17 (UP) 
—The United States has asked 
major seafaring nations for au- 
thority to stop &nd search their 
merchant vessels on the high 
seas to keep Communist arms 
from reaching Guatelama, offi- 
cials said today. 

The United States request is 
now under study by the various 


nations but no réplies have been 
received. 

Officials said the United 
States has already received as- 
surances from non-Communist 
countries that they will not per- 
mit any arms shipments from 
their own ports to Guatemala. 

They indicated that the search 
authority is aimed at foreign 
flag ships which touch. at the 
ports of Iron Curtain countries. 
A Swedish flag ship which had 
stopped at Stettin, Poland,. car- 
ried arms to Guatemala last 
month, 

State Department press offi- 
cer Lincoln White told a news 
eonference that. the United 
States has been holding informal 
discussions with the important 
non-Communist maritime nations 
“with a view to obtaining their 
co-operation in preventing the 
shipment of arms to that country 
(Guatemala).”

Sariego, who then was operat- 
ing the Tulsa Welding School, 
said he did as Callanan directed 
because he wanted to maintain 
friendly relations with business 
agents of the pipefitters’ union. 
Callanan is business manager of 
the St. Louis local, which con- 
trols pipefitting work in most 
of eastern Missouri.

Miss Lebron, convicted on five 
counts of assault with a deadly 
weapon, whispered when she 
heard the verdict: “I don’t see 
why they don’t convict me, too.”

Miss Lebron’s fellow Puerto 
Ricans gave no show of emotion 
upon hearing the verdict in Unit- 
ed States District Court which 
carries a maximum penalty of 
75 years in prison. But soon 
afterwards Cancel and Cordero 
chatted and smiled and Flores, 
although not smiling, joined 
briefly in the conversation.

McCarthy insisted he hadn't. 
On the contrary, he said as he 
has hefore, he asked Secretary 
Stevens to lean over backwards 
and not to do favors for Schine. 
He commented: “He has leaned 
over very far backwards. Dave 
is still a private.” 

McCarthy went on to say he 
thoughf it would be a mistake 
if Stevens did favors for Schine 
because they might be “miscon- 
strued”.by the press and radio. 

Welch asked McCarthy 
whether he himself had “leaned 
over backwards” on the matter 
of a commission for Schine. 

“I Did No Leaning.” 

“I did no leaning,” McCarthy 
said. 

Welch registered surprise and 
asked: “You did no leaning 
either way?” 

“That is correct,” said Me- 
Carthy. 

As for Schine himself, Mc-

“ tions Were First Granted to Prevent 
Federal Encroachment. 


ASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) 
S. Adams, president of 
‘American Council on Educa- 
tion, said today the idea that 
tax - exem for foundations 
should carry with it federal con- 
trol is “one of the most revolu- 
tionary concepts in the history 
ef. American Government.” 

He said in remarks prepared 
for a special House committee 
investigating such organizations, 

that concept appeared to be con- 
' f&ined in a report written by the 
committee’s research director, 
Norman Dodd. 

dams, second witness from a 
mumber of foundations which 
have been targets of the com- 
mittee inquiry, said tax exemp- 


tion was first granted to educa- 
tional institutions in the belief 
it would reinforce constitutional 
provisioris against federal con- 
trol of education. 


He said federal control could 
result either by direct regula- 
tion or by threat of removal of 
the tax-exempt status. 

“It would seem to be highly 
important that this committee 
take a stand on this issue,” he 
said, “and announce in clear 
terms the extent to which it be- 
lieves federal control of tax-ex- 
empt institutions and agencies is 
justifiable.” 

Adams, who said his organiza- 
tion is composed of institutions 
and not individuals, also called 


on the committee to give “spe- 


cial consideration” to the use of | 


the term “un-American.” 

He said Dodd's report to the 
committee referred to the politi- 
cal change of 1933-36 as “a revo- 
lution . . . without violence and 
with the full consent of the 
overwhelming majority of the 
electorate” and implied that 
some of the changes then made 
were “un-American.” 


“It is a strange doctrine in- 
deed,” said Adams, “that the 
overwhelming majority of the 
American people, acting through 
their own political and social 
agencies, can adopt un-American 
policies.” 

The committee yesterday heard 
Pendleton Herring, president of 
the Social Science Research 
Council, also take exception to 
Dodd's report. 

Herring said Dodd and other 
witnesses have tried to rewrite 
American history to explain so- 
cial changes of the last 50 years 
“in terms of a conspiracy.” He 
said such an explanation was 
“absurd.” 

He also said the council had 
not co-operated with other agen- 
cies to advocate public policies 
or political programs or to try 
to direct educational objectives 
and policies.

inal monthly charges. 

Under the program families 
having annual income of 
or less can select either part 
or complete care plans, an 
families with greater inaome 
can receive dental care, with 
expenses paid, up to a stipulat- 
ed proportion of total cost 

Panel members were aes 
on benefits of pre-p enbegnes 
plans, but Belveal, speaking for 
management, referred to de- 
mands by sonmfe employe groups 
that management should cover 
the entire cost of such plans. 

He pointed out that the first 
responsibility of management is 
production of goods, and that to 
burden it with a multiplicity of 
extra charges would result in 
higher costs of goods. 

At the same time, he acknowl- 
edged, management recognizes 
its responsibili for employe 
welfare, adding that absenteeism 
is caused by dental as well as 
other physical ailments.

Harriman Calls 


Tornado Cities’ 


1 Relief ‘Frosting on Cake’ 


Cross Head Continues Dispute by 
; Charging Claims Were Paid for Causes 
Other Than Basic Needs.

He said yesterday he had 
heard of claims being paid in 
t from a locally raised fund 
“such things as outboard 
vo th x 
bert C. Edson, Red Cross 
a ant national director of 
disaster services and director of 
if§ Flint operation, said tele- 
vision sets, fur coats and dia- 
rings were among items 
] citizens among their 
losses in reports to. the Red 
Feather fund there. He said 
payments were made cash, 
pro-rated according to loss, and 
did not fully cover losses. 
“He said a similar principle 
was followed in the two other 
cities. 


‘New Philosophy of Relief.’ 


Harriman called it “a new 
philosophy of disaster relief” 
and told reporters: 

“It’s a question of keeping the 
Red Cross from spending money 
unnecessarily, If they want it 
that way, let them have it. But 
I raise the question of whether 
the rest of the country will be 
as generous in the future. 

“Whether the American peo- 
ple want to take care of the 
frosting on the cake as well as 
basic needs, I don’t know.” 

Harriman called a press con- 
ference *to reply to protests 


from the three cities. He men- 
tioned Flint.in a speech to the 
Red Cross national convention 
here Monday, and another offi- 
cial identified Waco and Wor- 
chester as the other cities in- 
volved in his remarks. 

Harriman told the reporters: 

“In the past year it seems a 
new philosophy of disaster re- 
lief has come into being. As I 
mentioned to the delegates, 
there was an example last June 
in Flint, where we spent about 
$600,000, in emergency and re- 
habilitation work. 

“Locally in Flint they raised 
approximately $900,000, none of 
which was used in the Red Cross 
phase of assistance. It was used 
over and above what the Red 
Cross had done for Flint. 


“Nobody Owes Red Cross.” 


“Committes in Flint — and 
Waco and Worchester, which 
adopted a similar type of action 
-—have said in news releases 
they don’t owe the Red Cross 
a cent, 

“Of course they don’t. No- 
body owes the Red Cross a cent. 
The Red Cross has never asked 
repayment from any individual. 

“They went further and said 
their citizens had donated to 
the Red .Cross a _ substantial 
amount of money for Red Cross 
purposes — which include other 
things besides disaster relief— 
and have indicated in effect the 
Red Cross is an insurance agen- 
cy, The Red Cross is not an in- 
surance agency.” 

Proper Procedure. 


Harriman said “any communi- 
ty has a right to raise and spend 


money as it wants to” but that’! 


Asked “what procedure Flint 
should have followed,” the Red 
Cross chief replied: 

“How much of the $900,000 it 
should have turned over to the 
Red Cross I'm not going to say. 
But if the rest of the country 
spent $600,000 on the job, Flint 
should be willing to contribute 
to that (Red Cross) part of it.” 

He added that Flint should 
have contributed “substantiaily.” 

He mentioned that “Worchest- 
er did contribute some $200,000” 
out of about $2,000,000 collected 
for the Central Massachusetts 
Disaster Relief Committee, Inc. 

Harriman said that in all 
three communities “they went 
beyond the needs of the le. 
They replaced losses to families 
without knowing—or in spite of 
knowing—whether it was needed 
or not.” :

Peace Patrol 


Little Thailand’s appeal for a, United Nations 
peace patrol is a powerful encouragement to 
the. cause of the free world. 

Supported by the United States, Thailand is 
asking the U.N. Security Council for a three-te- 
five nation team to police her troubled borders. 
This team could enter neighboring Laos or 
Cambodia only on U.N. authorization or invita- 
tion from the two neighbors. 

This is a limited proposition. It faces political 
obstacles. Yet it is one way to raise the U.N.’s 
blue-and-white banner on a new scene where the 
U.N. never should have been missing. 

Russia may and probably will veto the pro- 
posal in the Security Council. But if that hap- 
pens the 60-nation General Assembly could 
override the veto and act on its own. Communist 
obstructionism can be overcome by the West 
with an honest effort to make the defense of 
Southeast Asia a matter of concern to most 
Asians as well as to Americans, Frenchmen or 
Britons. : 

So far the construction of Southeast Asian 
defense has been much too limited as well as 
~— in Indochina — too unsuccessful. The solid 
front which held the line in Korea has been 
lacking there. A colonial war wins few admirers, 
and an Asian alliance based primarily on West- 
ern powers is not exactly Asian. . 

Thailand’s resolution offers the West an oppor- 
tunity to approach Asia on common ground, 
and to make defense a matter of common con- 
cern thgough the machinery of the U.N. The 
proposal comes from a small nation and an 
Asian nation. It has the strong support of the 
America and Britain. It offers a direct approach 
to such neutrals as India and Indonesia. 

Skeptics will, no doubt, question the practical 
value of U.N. peace patrols which can do little 
more than report facts on threats to peace. But 
there is a concrete answer for such doubts. 

A United Natioris armistice team supervised 
the cease-fire between Israel and her Arab 
neighbors. 

A U.N. Balkans commission prepared the way 
for the General Assembly’s condemnation of 
Communist aggression against Greece, thus pro- 
viding international support for the Truman 
plan to rescue that country. 

These two commissions were similar to the 
peace patrol which Thailand now suggests. They 
were fact-finding agencies without arms or more 
behind them than the force of world opinion 
which they helped to create. But world opinion 
is the first real battleground between Commu- 
nism and the free world and cannot be neglected. 

Whatever the outcome of the war in Indo- 
china, the future defense of Southeast Asia will 
require the marshaling of free minds in Asia 
and across the globe. That is the first necessity 
for corimon action. Only the United Nations 
can provide it. 
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(;ood Health, Good Business 

The cigarette makers have wisely appointed 
an experienced administrator and cancer re- 
searcher to head the advisory board that will 
direct the search for facts on smoking and lung 
cancer. He is Dr. Clarence Cook Little, founder 
of the important Jackson laboratory at Bar 
Harbor, Me., and former president of the uni- 
versities of Maine and Michigan. 

What is more, Dr. Little says that the indus- 
try’s research organization, which has some 
$500,000 to spend, has given him complete sci- 
entific freedom, This should come as agreeable 
news to those skeptics who have suspected that 
the industry intended behaving more as counsel 
for the defense of the cigarette than as an 
impartial jury. ‘ 

Independent medical résearch has indicated 
that there may be something in cigarettes which 
could cause luhg cancer. If the manufgcturers 
concede that this is a proper cause for public 
concern, then the thing to do is to search for 
any source of the trouble and remove it. Serving 
public health should prove: good business. 
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What’s Wrong With Pidgin English? 

Professor Robert A. Hall Jr., a language expert 
who has studied in New Guinea and is the 
author of “Melanesian Pidgin English,” deplores 
the attempts that are being made there to 
force New Guinea natives to speak “pure Eng- 
lish” instead of pidgin English. The natives 
learn pidgin, with its 1500-word vocabulary and 
grammar on their dialect, in two or three 
months. It takes three years for the natives to 
learn English or for the English-speaking person 
to learn Melanesian. 

Nevertheless, the U.N. trusteeship council for 
New Guinea demanded last July that English be 
substituted for pidgin. About 3000 natives in 
New Guinea speak English passably But tens of 
thousands speak pidgin and pidgin newspapers 
are published at Rabaul, Wewak and Kavieng. 
Pidgin is described as virile and direct, which 
is probably one reason why the natives prefer 
it to.English. Pidgin has also served its purpose 
very well in China, Indonesia and Malaya. 

Professor Hall probably knows whereof he 
speaks. Instead of killing out pidgin in New 
Guinea it might be better to try it out in the 
United Nations headquarters. The diplomats 
might accomplish more with a virile and direct 
language of only 1500 words than with their 
own voluminous vocabularies. 
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A One-Sided Partnership 

The Administration’s widely-touted “partner- 
ship plan” for construction of the John Day dam 
on the Columbia river turns out to embody a new 
form of attack on the preference clause. This is 
the clause which for half a century has given 
municipal and co-operative distribution systems 
first priority on power produced by public 
projects. 

The United States Government and privately- 
owned utilities would share the cost of the proj- 
ect about 50-50 but public-power agencies would 
not be protected as required by present federal 
statute. They would not even receive priority on 


the per cent of the power corresponding to 


the Federal Government’s 50 per cent invest- 
ment in the dam: , 

The preference clause is the public’s only 
guarantee that public money invested in water 
power projects will be turned to public purposes. 
It has been under attack in the last two years 
under many guises. One was the new power poli- 


cy anounced by Secretary of the Interior Mc- . 


Kay for the Missouri Valley but modified after 
protests were made. 

Under that policy preferred customers would 
have been protected only for a short time and 
private companies would then have been allowed 
to take over the remaining power with no provi- 
sion for the public bodies ever to get it back. 
Another form of attack is represented by the Ni- 
‘agara redevelopment project, where the prefer- 
ence clause has so far been omitted. 

The John Day project, however, is the only 
one of these circumventions of the 
clause which has been hailed by an of 


Secretary McKay's rank as “a eirisionhs ar- 
rangement in its broadest concept.” Insofar as

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Politics in Oppenheimer Case 

The Post-Dispatch news columns tell today 
why the Eisenhower Administration reopened 
the security case of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer 
long after the scientist had successfully directed 
the atomic bomb project. 

Competent sources say flatly that the Admin- 
istration wanted to head off congressional in- 
vestigation of Oppenheimer led by Senators Mc- 
Carthy and Jenner. In short, the executive 
branch wished to beat the legislative inquisitors 
te the political punch. 

Perhaps this also helps to explain why the 
Atomic Energy Commission, so far in advance 
of its final decision on Dr..Oppenheimer, has 
released secret testimony given its special board 
led by Gordon Gray. 

Earlier persistent Washington reports had 
predicted that the AEC would divide 3 to 2 in 
support of Dr. Oppenheimer, reversing the Gray 
board’s finding that he was a security risk. Will 
release of the testimony now make it more diffi- 
cult for a majority on the board to uphold Dr. 
Oppenheimer? 

This is-¢ fair question because making public 
undigested testimony now is not going to pro- 
mote justice in the case. Much of the testimony 
is prejudicial and, moreover, it is partial. The 
AEC’s special security board under Gordon Gray 
heard some 3000 pages of testimony. What has 
been released is a 992-page transcript of un- 
classified material, for those who are brave 
enough to read it. 

Thig testimony contains hearsay and rumor 
and even reveals most intimate details of Dr. 
Oppenheimer’s private life. Some of it, includ- 
ing the implication that the distinguished scien- 
tist might be a Soviet spy, has already been 
thrown out by the Gray board. 

Part of the testimony goes to the heart of 
that board’s 2-to-1 finding that Oppenheimer is 
a security risk. Dr. Edward Teller, who directed 
much of the hydrogen bomb project, testified 
that the work might have been completed five 
years earlier had Dr. Oppenheimer given it full 
“moral support.” The witness agreed, however, 
that Oppenheimer had “warmly supported” the 
project later. 

The question implicit here is one which the 
Gray board did not really answer. Was it in any 
way disloyal or even discreditable for a scien- 
tist to have opposed building the H-bomb in the 
first place, as many other scientists did, if he 
supported the work when it was under way? 

Beyond that the fundamental fact of the 
testimony now released for public consumption 
is that it was all considered and sifted by the 
Gray board, which found unanimously that Dr. 
Oppenheimer is a loyal citizen. As evidence, the 
testimony contains nothing more convincing than 
what was in the board’s report. 

Now the AEC must consider the contradiction 
of finding a scientist loyal yet a security risk 
long after he had contributed so much to nation- 
al security. A clear final decision should not 
be dimmed by politics. 
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Clothes Make the Man 


If Alderman Ben Oliver fails to make a 
splendid sartorial appearance before either the 
grand jury or the aldermanic committee investi- 
gating a bribe solicitation allegation against him, 
it won't be the fault of John A. Mavrakos Jr. 

Mr. Mavrakos heads an association of down-* 
town retailers that enjoyed the Sixth Ward 
Democrat’s active support on a bill to relax 
downtown parking restrictions. Mr. Mavrakos 
also is a firm believer in the old adage that 
clothes make the man. So, one day after the 
parking bill had been passed over the Mayor's 
veto, he noticed Mr. Oliver wearing a pair of 
denim trousers and a denim jacket. Impulse 
evidently got the better of him. Feeling that an 
alderman ought to look like an alderman, he 
said later, he invited Mr. Oliver to go to a store 
and order a ‘suit. It cost about $100. 

There are 27 other aldermen and, if Mr. 
Mavrakos happened to run across them when 
they did not quite measure up to his standard 
of what an important public official should look 
like, his past practice could get to be an ex- 
pensive proposition. It could, that is, if each of 
the aldermen accepted Mr. Mavrakos’s standards. 
We are inclined to hope, though, that quite a 
few of them would have their own standards 
and would insist on buying their own suits. 
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Well-Meant But a Bit'Too Easy 

Though the Legislature meant well in draw- 
ing up new terms a year ago for admission to 
mental institutions, the Missouri Supreme 
Court’s voiding of that law is a reassuring act. 

The purpose of the new statute was to cut 
red tape in admitting to mental institutions per- 
sons in need of psychiatric freatment.

These and other possible abuses of the statute 
would deny individuals their constitutional right 
to due process of law, the court held. 

Missouri’s provisions for commitment of the 
mentally ill are cumbersome, and it will be 
worthwhile to look still further for means of 
making the process less so, while still protect- 
ing individuals’ rights. 

Until a way is found that embraces both the 
efficiency and the protection, it is better for 
the terms of the law to remain too difficult than 
to become too easy.

But the 
Senator’s score is imposing and he is 
not medium-sized—as he well knows.

A WIND LIKE A BUGLE, ‘by Leonard Nathan, 

(The Macmillan Co., 282 pgs., $3.50). 

This is a story of “bleeding” 
in the days immediately preceding the 
Civil War, when two-antagonistic funda- 
mentals of government contended for 
supremacy.

Partisan 
bands infested the Missouri-Kansas bor- 
der, blood flowed freely and many a 
night flared red with burning homes 
and sacked towns.

decline in housing construction 
starts over the nation during 
May.

Catholic party for 20 years but 
never a politician, Diem at age 
32 became Minister of Interior 
when Bao Dai returned from 
France to take over the Annam 
throne. 
_ Disgusted by maneuvers of the 
court and French overseers, 
Diem quit after a few months. 
He retired from public life and 
spent his time in devotion and 
study. 

In 1950, he left Viet Nam, at 
the invitation of Cardinal Fran- 
cis Spellman, Roman Catholic 
archbishop of New York. He 
lived for a while at Maryknoll 
College, Lakewood, N.J. Since 
then he has alternated between 
a monastery at Bruges, Belgium, 
and the homes of Paris friends. 

An American diplomat said: 
“He is the only available good 
man. He is honest to the point 
of naivette. He goes back to 
Viet Nam under sponsorship of 
Bao Dai, but it may mean the 
beginning of the end of Bao 
Dai’s personal rule.” 

Non-revolutionary, but aus- 
tere, uncompremising, energetic 
and fervent, even the French de- 
scribed Diem as the “most re- 
spected man in Viet Nam.”

LIMIT ONE BAG 
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State to Build Free Bridge 
Over Missouri at St. Charles 


Project Made Possible by Increased Federal 
Aid — Work May Start on 
Span Next Spring.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 17— 
Construction of a new four-lane 
state highway bridge over the 
Missouri river at St. Charles, at 
a cost of $13,320,000 including 
connecting roads, was author- 
ized by the State Highway Com- 
mission yesterday. It will be a 
free bridge. 

An effort will be made to be- 
gin construction in the spring 
of 1955, commission chairman 
Harris D. Rogers said. 

The new bridge will carry 
United States Highway 40 over 
the river at a point at the south 
edge of St. Charles, one mile 


upstream (south) of the present 
state highway bridge at St. 
Charles. 

United States Highways 40 and 
61 now cross the Missouri on a 
state highway bridge at Weldon 
Spring. By-pass Highway 40 
crosses the river dn the present 
St. Charles bridge. The 52-year- 
old present St. Charles bridge 
will continue in service as a 
state bridge, and be maintained 
by the state. 

Increase in U. 8S. Aid. 

Decision to’ construct the new 
free bridge, largely made possi- 
ble by an increase of about 
$8,000,000 a year in federal high- 
way aid to Missouri 
next year, apparently eliminates 
further consideration of pro- 
posals to erect a toll-financed 
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highway bridge-in St. Charles 
area, with state participation. 


of St. Louis county, 
who has been interested in 
move for a new highway bridge 
over the Missouri river to re- 
lieve traffic congestion in St. 
Louls county, appeared before 
the commission yesterday after- 
noon to urge the state te build 
a free bridge. 

Matthews previously had sug- 
gested the state participate with 
St. Louis county in the con- 
struction of a toll bridge, to be 
freed of tolls when the con- 
struction cost was retired. 

Rex M. Whitton, chief state 
highway engineer, said estimat- 
ed cost of the bridge proper is 
$8,500,000. The balance of the 
estimated total of $13,320,000, 
or $4,820,000, represents four- 
lane connection roads leading to 
the four-lane bridge. 

St. Louis Connection. 

A St. Louis connection, five 
and one-half miles in length, 
will extend from the _ east 
bridge approach to connect with 
U.S. Highway 66 (Lindbergh 
boulevard) and the proposed 
Mark Twain expressway, near 
Bridgeton. This new road will 
include a grade separation at 
St. Charles road. 

The St. Charles connection, 
two and one-half miles in 
length, will extend from the 
west bridge approach to Cole 
Creek, where it will join a 
stretch of U.S. Highway 40 now 
under construction in St. 
Charles county. 

The new bridge will be 4115 
feet in length, Whitton said. 
Some preliminary planning has 
been done and acquisition of 
right of way has been in prog- 
ress. ' 
The $8,000,000 a year addi- 
tional federal aid for Missouri 
is provided under a bill recent- 
ly passed by Congress and 
signed by President Eisenhow- 
er. It will swell the state's to- 
tal federal aid for next year to 
about $24,000,000. 

Whitton said a construction 
contract probably could be let 
after Jan. 1, and that construc- 
tion could be started in the 
spring of next year under fa- 
vorable conditions.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 17 
(AP) — President Grayson Kirk 
of Columbia University said to- 
day the rooting out of Commu- 
nists from government “is a task 


for experts, not for demagogues, 
however noisy, of for callow 
youngsters, however precocious.” 
He addressed the Harvard Alum- 
ni Association on commence- 
ment afternoon. 

C&iticizing the “false logic” of 
those he said would convict a 
university of “subversion by as- 
sociation” for upholding a facul- 
ty member's right to dissent, he 
said: 

“If our people are led into 
that trap, whether by junior 
Senators or senior Senators or 
anyone else, they are not likely 
to get out of it alive. Those 
who would lead us into such a 
trap are either utterly blind or 
they are deliberately trying to 
strike a mortal blow at the 
heart of our free institutions.” 

He did not name the Senators

Leaks in Roofing 
OUSES are a good deal like 
people in that they all seem 
to have their favorite season. 
Some seem to do better in sum- 
mer and some find winter the 
more agreeable time of year. 

Our fine example for today is 
a house where the roof leaks in 
summer but is tight as a ship’s 
bottom in'the winter. This house 
has a roofing of thin asphalt 
shingl¢s and the roof is not too 
steep. 

What happens is that in sum- 
mer the shingles become warm 
and pliable. When a sudden 
storm comes up with a hard ° 
driving wind, the wind lifts up 
some of the shingles and blows 
rain under them. This produces 
a- leak. 

In winter the shingles are not 
soft and don’t seem to be both- 
ered hy the wind. 

The’ cure for this one is to 
lift up the shingle,.tabs and put 
a spot of roofing cement on the 
shingle in ‘the lower course. 

Press the top shingle back down 


and the cement will hold it from 
blowing up next time there is a 
hard rain. 


It’s not always necessary to do 
this to all the shingles on the 
roof, Usually it’s sufficient i? 
you do the ones on the side 
where the storms usually come 
from. The shingles on the pro- 
tected side won't be bothered 
very much. 


Of course, if the existing 
shingles are pretty old it's hardly 
worth the trouble te cement the 
tabs down. You'd be much better 
off in applying a fresh layer of 
shingles right over the old.

Youngiters Learn to Plan Own Activities at Community Chest Center; They Pay on Sliding Scale 


A GROUP OF TEEN-AGERS PLANNING THEIR OWN PROGRAM FOR CAMP HAWTHORN, COMMU. 
NITY CHEST CAMP FOR YOUNGSTERS FROM !0 TO 16 AT LAKE OF THE OZARKS

IFTEEN years ago, a group 
F of St. Louis business men, 

dedicated to the proposition 
that every youngster should have 
a chance to go away to camp, 
started a new project, Camp 
Hawthorn. Since then, 6000 
youngsters, age 10 to 16, have 
had the opportunity to attend 
this camp, regardless of their 
ability to pay, since the camp, 
a Community Chest agency, has 
a sliding scale of fees. More 
important, Camp Hawthorn. has 
become a sort of experience in 
democracy, not only a place 
where children and teen-agers 
have fun but where they learn 
to plan their own activities, and, 
to a great extent, manage their 
own lives. 


“The big idea behind Camp 
Hawthorn,” board member and 
former camp counselor Irvin 
Larner explains, “is that kids 
should have as much responsi- 
bility as they are adequately able 
to handle. That's been thd philo- 
sophy of the camp.’ 


We saw an example of this 
responsbiility in action recently 
when we attended a meeting of 
teen-agers designed to plan this 
year’s camping program for their 
group. First they elected offi- 
cers — Bob Geller, chairman, 
Gloria Becker, secretary — and 
then, in a business-like and sys- 
tematic way, with only occasional 
suggestions from older heads 
Herb Blaukopf and Bill Budd, 
they appointed committees to 
handle problems. 


A committee was appointed to 
prepare a list of phonograph 
records for square dancing and 
other types of dancing. Another 
committee was appointed to list 
top priority events for special 
programs desired by the camp- 
ers. Someone else was appointed 
to handle the Work Plan, a plan 
whereby boy campers can earn 
a dollar an hour (maximum 25 
hours) on various projects. 

Older campers, such as Mort 
Hyman, last year’s camping 
chairman, answered questions of 
newcomers—what about swim- 
ming tests, canoeing, do you 
have to know how to swim to go 
out in a canoe (you can wear a 
life preserver and sit in the mid- 
dle), how many can stay together 
in a cabin, what about a boy 
who doesn’t know for sure that 
he can go (turn in his name and 
we'll see that he gets a chance 
because we don’t want anyone to 
miss camping if we can help it.) 

This spirit of camping for 
everyone was sar what 
started Camp Hawthorn. Un- 
like the camps with high fees or 
the ones only for agency re- 
ferred youngsters, this one con- 
siders everyone. 

“We have children of families 
of all incomes and all kinds of 
social groups,” Lionel Kalish Jr., 
a board member, explains. “We 
welcome all children from 10— 
and sometimes we cheat a little 
and go down to nine—to 16.” 

“We feel youngsters get a les- 


son in democracy when they as- - 


sociate with ' rich and poor 
alike.” Robert Wolfson, another 
board member, added. “We 
don’t use the term ‘underpriv- 
ileged’ and our sliding scale of 
fees, from $6 to $35 a week, de- 
pends on the income and the size 
of a family. The $35 a week is 
the actual cost of maintenance 
of each child at camp.”

“We let them elect their own 
activities from such choices as 
swimming, boating, crafts, na- 
ture lore, dramatics,” camp di- 
rector Lew Bockner exp , 
“And at times a group will elect 
to do something for the better 
ment of the camp, such as build- 
ing a bridge over a gully. 

“Sometimes the program de- 
velops into a big thing. On the 
first day they may go to the 
craft shop and get specialized 
advice on building their arch or 
whatever it may be.
